” MARRIAGES ARE 
INDISSOLUBLE 


STRICT CONDITIONS 
FOR COMMUNION 


The attitude of the Church on 
the ‘subject of admission to Com- 
munion’, after divorce is discussed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
the “Canterbury Diocesan Gazette.” 

_The Primate explains that he has 
been induced to refer to the matter 
by the misunderstanding which has 
arisen following a recent resolution 
adopted by the Bishops in Convoca- 
- Dr. Lang. writes: 

“I have been asked to say some- 
thing on this difficult and .anxious 
matter by persons who have been 
perplexed: by. the resolution recent-_ 
ly adopted by the Bishops in the 
‘Convocation - of Canterbury. I can: 
do so only: ‘very shortly.” : 

- “It -is plain that: there has .been 
much misunderstanding, due large- 
ly, I: cannot. but think, to headlines. 
in.the popular Press,.such as ‘Ban 
on Divorce ‘ Withdrawn,’ ete. Such 
phrases_ are,, of course, wholly mis- 
leading. “Three things~ must ‘be re- 
membered : 

“1..The Bishops ~ had 4 
affirmed. as-our Lord’s principle and 
standard of. marriage that it is a 
lifelong and indissoluble. union; and 
had resolved that the Church should 
not allow: the use of its Marriage 
Service. in the case of anyone. who

principle, they proceeded to consider 
the case -of those who by marriage 
after divorce have failed to be loyal 


to it? The question was—were such 


persons even if they came genuine-
